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The Land of Promise in the South 


N THE commercial future of the United States the 
South American republics are destined to play a tre- 
mendously important role. By history, by the trend of 


their development, by similarity of governmental ideals 
and by physical problems, by almost everything but 


language, the southern republics are closely bound to us. 

Because of the later start and various other funda- 
mentals South American countries have not 
achieved the manufacturing and commercial independ- 
ence that belongs to us. For many years they must look 
to the outside world to supply them with manufactured 
products. For many reasons the United States should 
be the country principally to supply these South Ameri- 
can needs. 

In this connection there is food for much thought in 
an interview just given the Pan-American Information 
Service by George F. Bauer, manager of the foreign trade 

department of the National Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce. In the course of this interview, Mr. Bauer says: 
“Both North and South America were settled by pioneers 
from Europe and both presented identical problems. It 
English instead of Spanish or Portuguese had been chosen 
as the official language, no outstanding differences could 
be noted. 

“Skyscrapers are no northern monopoly, and are 
to be found in many South American cities. Sao Paulo, 
Brazil, has one of twenty-two stories, and others, with 
steel frames, are rapidly being completed. City plan- 
ning is widely developed and is superior to that shown 
by many cities of the United States. Rio de Janeiro is 
a notable example of combining the beautiful and prac- 
tical. 

“The business spirit of South America is definitely 
modern. Our office appliances are widely used, ac- 
counting methods are beginning to reflect our best 
practice, the good roads movement is spreading rapidly 
throughout the continent, supported and fomented by 
government and private agencies. Our partial payment 
plan is being used for many lines, while our improved 
steamship and wire communications are swelling the 
business and tourist development. Particularly is the 
modern hotel making noteworthy headway, with Amer- 
ican elevators, central heating and all the rest. 

“A better understanding of our mutual problems is, 
however, greatly needed. The South American idea of 
the United States, politically, commercially and indus- 
trially, is confused and awry. 
South America is equally distorted. An educaticnal 
effort along proper lines would be of inestimable 
benefit. 

“English is widely spoken, but those who wish to 
study conditions carefully should be able to speak Span- 
ish at least fairly well. 

“Back of the north and south of the Western 
Hemisphere there is a similarity of history that is a par- 
ticularly potent bond. On both continents the ‘covered 
wagon’ played its part and tells the same story. In the 
North this wagon has been immortalized in a motion 
picture. In the south it has been symbolized in a beau- 
tiful statue that stands in the public square of Esper- 
anza, Argentina. In both continents there speak the 
early, struggles of brave men and women, making for 
a similarity of ideals and evolution.” 

It behooves us to study South America, its history, de- 
velopment and needs, in no patronizing way, but in a spirit 
of sincere friendliness and earnest desire to help our younger 
sisters solve their problems of supply.
